This communication is reference to the Petition to Revive an 
unintentionally abandoned application pursuant to CFR 1.137(b) filed in the 
above referenced case. 

Applicants filed a continuation of the present application on December 4, 
2007, but neglected to file a separate Petition for Extension of Time in the 
present application for copendency purposes. However, Applicants had 
previously authorized the Commissioner to charge any necessary extension of 
time fees to our deposit account number 07-1392. (See the file history for U.S. 
Serial No: 10/816,476, response filed February 24, 2006, final paragraph.) 
Nonetheless, Applicants filed a Petition to Revive on 21 Dec 2007, along with a 
request that any extension fee be deducted from Applicants' deposit account in 
order to ensure that the priority chain to the continuation application filed on 
December 4, 2007 was continuous.
